Bering the frrft a w of 
th at year three QPC ♦■*»■»» were selected, trained, rad parachuted into Albani a 
In Scrveabar. In the fan of 1950 publiaation of the Al ba n i a n propaganda news- 
paper was initiated by the Albanian Sational eooaittaa and the first propaganda 
leaflet fUg&ts over Albania were wonted. Boring 1951 seven agent teams were 
selected On the basis of rseosmendatlons wads by the National Committee sod 
wars infiltrated. These teens established contests rad successfully obtained 
considerable operational inf carnation. Propaganda activities were expanded to 
Include an effective clandestine radio station, and distribution of tbs propa- 
ganda newspap er was extended by the printing of a miniature edition to be 
dropp e d foam aircraft. 

3. Over the period of the last three years effective action has been taken 
by aeaas of agent operations, and propaganda campaigns, incl u d i n g aunareus 
leaflet drops, which has resulted in creating a state of internal confusion in 
Albania and has contributed to preventing the use of this ouftfpct by th* Soviet* 
as an effective base for subversive activities against Greece and Jugoslavia.
